DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 5-4-04 has 
been entered. 

2. Claims 3, 4, 6-12, 15-22, 25, and 27-30 are pending in this case and have been 
examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 18 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Herbert et al. US 5,757,919. 
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As for claim 18, Herbert teaches a computer system comprising: a processing unit (fig. 

1 item 16), a system memory coupled to the processing unit through a system bus (fig. 

2 item 15, 16, and 25), a computer readable medium coupled to the processing unit 
through a system bus (fig. 2 items 15, 16, and 25), a trusted operating system is 
executed from the computer readable medium by the processing unit (col. 2 lines 39-42) 
wherein the trusted operating system causes the processing unit to encrypt downloaded 
(col. 4 lines 43-44) information (col. 4 lines 60-67) using a storage key based on a seed 
value (col. 4 lines 15-20 and 60-67). 

As for claim 21 , Herbert teaches a storage key that is specific to an application (col. 4 
line 15). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3, 4, 6-12, 15-17, 25, and 27-30 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The novel and unique elements found in the claimed invention and not found in 
the prior art are the generation of a hash seed value used in the creation of a storage 
key, where the storage key is then used in the encryption of downloaded information, 
and then associating downloaded access predicate with the encrypted content, and 
storing the encrypted content with the access predicate. 
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7. Claims 19, 20, and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
